Died in Durham, N, H. Sept. 5th, 1841. Miss 
Caruanine H. Crane, daughter of Jonathan 
Crane, Esq. aged 16, Miss Crane was born in 
Schenectady, N. Y. but within the last few years 
has resided in different places, as the business of 
her father, (building Rail Roads,) has required a 
frequent change of residence. 

She was naturally of so amiable a disposition 
that often has it been said, “she loved 
body ;” and of those who kne 
loved her.

She was of that happy temperament 
Which makes one always cheerful, and always 
promoting the cheerfulness and enjoyment of oth- 
ers. With intelligence beyond what is common 
at her age, and with discretion and a sobriety of 
a, which, without any apparent constraint, 
ch ed a unnnet eraute of proprey 
and elasticity of Spirit. aon 
favorite wherever she was known. : 

But that which makes her death peculiarly in- 
teresting and worthy of notice is, the striking il- 
lustration given of God’s grace a little before her 
departure, _ 

She was a child of professedly and actively 
pious parents, had been dedicated to a covenant 
keeping God by baptism in’ her infancy, and liad 
been religiously instructed, so that the truths of 
the gospel were familiar to her mind. But she 
was not known to be the subject of special reli- 
gious Lnpressions previous to her last sickness. 
And owing to the peculiar nature of her disease 
and an excessive nervous excitability attending it, 
nothing lad been said to her of danger ; no strong 
apprehensions had been expressed in her pres- 
ence ; nor had the subject of religion been direct- 
ly urged on her attention, till at length it became 
decided in the minds of her parents and all her 
friends, that she could live but a short time.

j| adjoining to bis own, occupied by J. C Colt,—a | 
| noise like that of two men seuffling, and at last, 
like the fall of some heavy body. They knocked 
| several times at the door, but got no answer. And 
on looking through the keyhole, two hats came | 
within the range of his vision, and the body of Colt 
apy rently vent to the ground, rubbing on the Hoor 
His curiosity being excited, he watched, in com- 
| pany witha young man who lived with bin, the 
room through the night; heard Colt apparently at 
work, and in the morning he was seen to bring out 
a box, having the appearance of an ordinary pack 
ing box, about four feet square, and plac e it im the 
passage.
